TRUE  MEASURE  STICK? 

Should  a university-level  examination  be  a measuring  stick 
of  what  a student  has  or  should  have  learned  in  class  or  a “trip- 
up”  test  prepared  by*the  professor  to  see  if  the  student  thinks 
exactly  as  he  does?  There  should  be  little  dispute  of  the  fact 
that  examinations  should  fill  the  former  requirement.  Then 
why  don't  they? 

Students  expect  examinations  and  even  welcome  them  if 
they  do  the  job  for  which  they  are  intended.  But  how  many 
tests  actually  do?  Since  students  are  only  on  the  receiving  end 
of  professors’  whims,  there  is  no  adequate  checks  and  balance 
system. 

All  we  ask  is  that  emphasis  be  placed  where  emphasis  is 
due.  We  want  to  walk  out  of  a test  feeling  that  we  were  given 
the  opportunity  to  tell  what  we  know,  rather  than  feeling  we’ve 
wandered  through  a maze  of  time-filler-type  questions. 

FALL  INTO  PATTERNS 

Professors  fall  into  definite  “test-giving”  patterns.  Brigham 
Young  University  has  its  share  of  each  kind.  One  £ype  may  la- 
ment the  necessity  of  giving  tests  at  all,  but  notice  him  spring 
a pop  quiz  two  out  of  every  three  class  periods. 

Some  teachers  give  two-hour  tests  during  what  should  be 
a laboratory  period.  We  were  always  led  to  believe  that  two- 
hour  tests  come  only  at  the  end  of  a quarter  and  that  labora- 
tory sessions  are  for  practical  application  of  what  is  learned  in 
the  lecture  periods.  Has  someone  been  misinforming  us? 

Another  kind  of  exam-wielder  says  a test  will  be  on  so 
many  chapters,  but  when  the  quiz  is  given  there  are  always 
some  questions  on  the  chapter  coming  up  so  he  can  find  out 
which  students  are  showing  initiative  by  reading  ahead  in  the 
textbok.  Does  this  measure  a student’s  knowledge  or  a teacher’s 
integrity? 

Woe  be  unto  the  knowledge-seekers  who  take  an  exam 
while  simultaneously  racing  with  the  clock.  A teacher  may  dis- 
tribute a 30-minute  quiz  with  the  condition  that  the  students 
must  have  it  completed  in  20  minutes.  During  the  last  five  min- 
utes of  the  ordeal,  the  instructor  keeps  the  group  on  edge  by 
announcing  the  amount  of  minutes  and  seconds  to  go.  Since 
we're  being  graded  on  what  we  know-,  why  can’t  we  have 
enough  time  to  record  our  knowledge?  Seems  rather  incon- 
sistent, doesn’t  it? 

TEST  NON-ESSENTIALS 

Last,  but  in  a sense  worse  than  the  others,  is  the  professor 
who  deals  in  non-essentials.  He  is  the  one  who  expects  the 
student  (in  order  to  pass  the  kind  of  test  he  gives)  to  keep 
class  reading  material  on  mental  microfilm  to  be  read  at  will. 
How  many  teachers  do  you  think  could  come  through  in  a turn- 
about application  of  this  demand? 

Members  of  this  classification  deal  in  borderline  mysteries 
and  minute,  unimportant  details  which  are  often  vaguely  word- 
ed. With  this  kind  of  measuring  stick,  it-  isn’t  beyond  the  ex- 
pert test-taker  to  write  the  answer  he  knows  the  teacher 
wants,  yet  have  an  entirely  different  viewpoint  of  his  own. 

Let  s stop  regarding  tests  the  same  as  we  do  the  weather — 
all  talk  and  no  action.  Tests  differ  from  the  weather  because 
they’re  under  the  professors’  control.
